Millions 
of people have pl their 
finances in expectation of a tax-free 
lump sum on retirement and for 
many of these people it represents 
their only opportunity of ever 
having a capital sum. 

Lump-sum benefits play an 
important role in the county's 
ا‎ by providing start-up 
capilal new businesses and by 
facilitating reorganisation of a 
company’s workforce so as to retire

Rule 76A. dealing with the

The form of the consent order 
made in the preseni case was open 
to a number of criticisms.

in lhe presenl casc there were 
several terms that were not within 
those powers.

His Lordship would end with an 
cmphatic word of warning.

misscd. with costs against (hem or, 
if 1hey are legally aided. against the 
legal aid fund.

The scheme that rhe legislature

were lo be found in the statutory 

rovisions to which bis Lordship

Once it was accepted that that 
principle of full and frank disclosure 
existed. il was obvious thal it must 
apply not only 1o0 contested 
proceedings heard with full evi 
dence adduved before the court but 
also to exchanges of information 
belween parties and their solicitors 
leading lo the making of consent 
orders without further imquiry by 
ıhe court. IF thal were not so, it 
would be impossiblc for a court ta 
have any assurance 1hat the 
requirements of seclion 251) had 
bven complied with before it made 
sul Consent orders.

The expressed purpose of that 
Iransftr was 10 provide her with a 
home entirely of her own in which 
she could live with the 1wo children. 

Second, all the wife"s claims for 
financial provision for herself 
should be finally dismissed. It was 
apparenı from 1hc correspondence 
ıhal 1hesc two provisions were 
interdepcendenl. 


The possibility of the wife 
deciding lo remarry. parlicularly in 
the near fuıure, before 1he proposed. 
consent order came lo be pul into 
effect had never been mentioned in 
the correspondence between the 
solicitors or belween the parlics 
ıhemselıes. 

On 4ugust 18. 1982, {he wife had 
become cngagcd lo another man 
whom she had first meı on July 32 
She did not disclose that fact to the 
husband’ or his solicitors or cven tO 
her own <olicilors, 

On Septemher 2. ihe consent 
order was made. On September 22. 
the husband conveyed his half-share 
in the matrimonial home to the 
wife, thaı half-shane: being worth 
somewhat over £12.00U.

The club irustces were registered as 
the proprietors of the tand which 
they held şubjcct lo club rules. 

1n 1977 5'+ acres of lhe land were 
sold for £171,300 and the neal year 
ıhrecifths af an acre were sold for 


26.000, Consequenı on those sales 


1he club was assessed 10 develope 
ment land tax for rts financial year 
to March 1978 of £133,055 and for 
the fellowing year of LI2813.

Additionally ıhe Club was
